In Nebraska Are 


Source Of Income 


Three counties in Xebraska re- 


ceived 
$2,794 3S from the receipts 


on national forests located within 
their boundaries, according; to a let- 
ter received by the governor from 
the forester's office In Washington. 
Th** «um amounts to 35 per cent 
of total receipt! from the Nebraska 
national forests for the fiscal year 
1924. 
The receipts from this forest 


are apportioned among the counties 
in which It lies, according to the 
net 
forest 
area in each. Cherry 


county, containing1 the largest for- 
est area, receives $1,671.71; Thomas 
county receives $1.079.51 and Blaine 
county receives $143 09. 


In addition to this fund which is 


placed at the disposal,of the coun- 
ties for expenditure on schools and 
roads, another 10 per cent of the" 
receipts Is spent by th* govern- 
ment on roads and trails In the 
forest. 


The forage and other resources 


which were utilized to bring this In- 
come amounted only to a. portion 
of the annual growth or crop. With 
the continued growth and extension 
of the present jounj? timber stand 
planted by the t~ S forest ser\ice 
and the resulting use of it, this will 
become greater and constitute the 
source of a permanent Income. The 
use of this forest 
growth, whpn 


properly handled, does

injure
